pand to keep up with the 
demand. Wouldn’t that be a 
life-saver to little business 
and cost big business far 
less, in the long run, than 
either a depression or the 
taxes that will have to be 
collected, somehow, to pay 
for the vast expenditures 
which may bring disastrous 
inflation?

Jobs Drop, Prices Up! How Come? 


By Robert G. Spivack 

WHY DO PRICES STAY 

UP?—The paradox of the 
1958 recession is easily 
stated, but not so readily un¬ 
derstood and it's beginning 
to worry a lot of people. The 
economy is in the midst of 
what TIME magazine calls a 
“pause for breath.” If what 
we learned in college eco¬ 
nomics wore true prices 
should be tumbling. 

Tile essence of the “free 
economy” as we wore taught 
it was this: if the demand 
falls off tile .seller lowers his 
price. When the price be¬ 
comes attractive enough for 
tlio buyer he will take the 
product off t li e .seller’s 
hands. 

But it isn’t working that 
way. Take the case of oil 
and gasoline. There is so 
much oil now in the U.S. vve 
don’t know what to do with 
it. According to reliable re¬ 
ports from Texas there are 
excess stocks of 781,000,000 
barrels. 

* ♦ ♦ 

DO THE BIG OIL interests 
let the public in on this sec¬ 
ret? You can bo darned 
sure of the an.swor and it’s 
“no.” Instead the Texas oil¬ 
men .send up a hue and cry 
about “foreign’ imports. 
Venezuela, which is virtual¬ 
ly a colony of Standard Oil 
of New Jer.soy, is forced to 
cut hack on her production. 
Other .small oil-producing 
nations face the .same situa¬ 
tion. Canadian oil .sales arc 
in bad shape. 

The main drive of the Big 
Oil intorest.s—the little oil¬ 
man simply has nothing to 
say about it—is to keep 
prices high. In many Eastern 
.states a gallon of gasoline 
sells for anywliere from 32 to 


39 cents depending on 
whether it is “high test,” or 
“regular” or super - duper 
high octane. Result: many 
ordinary people who u.sed to 
go riding on the week-ends 
for pleasure now stay home 
and watch television, it’s not 
only cheaper; it’s more con¬ 
venient. 

There is a further result: 
tire dealers can’t sell their 
products. General Tire Co. 
has been .sanctioned an¬ 
nouncements on radio that 
its dealers are overstocked. 
Yet tiro manufacturers aren’t 
offering any bargains. 

WHO GETS IT IN THE 
NECK? — Tlie question of 
cutting ])rico.s resolves it.self 
simply into this: who is go¬ 
ing to take the inevitable fi¬ 
nancial beating that must 
come with price reductions? 
If the wholesaler does tlie 
cutting while the stock is on 
his hands ho mu.st hear the 
burden of a profit’s reduc¬ 
tion. 

The only .solution ttiat Big 
Busines lias I'ome up with so 
far is to let the laboring man 
take the beating. He's simply 
fired and that removes a 
high cost from the industri¬ 
alist’s budget. But there are 
other tilings that result from 
ma.ss lay-offs. 

If a workingman cannot 
buy then the retailer can’t 
unload his stock. If ho can't 
get rid of wliat is on his 
shelves then he’ll certainly 
not take off the wliolo.saler’s 
hands tlie inventories he is 
carrying. And then we gel 
back to the indu.strialist wjio 
isn’t producing or .soiling. 
That’s how a downward .sjiir- 
al makes a little rcco.ssion 
into a big depresion. 

* « * 

THE CRISIS that we are 


suffering is e.ssentially a cri¬ 
sis of confidence, not simply 
one of profit.s. 

The big bankers who con¬ 
trol credit won’t release it 
until they knew what their 
cut (interest) is to be and 
what plan.s, if any, the gov¬ 
ernment has for stimulating 
new production. 

Thus far wo have had two 
anti - recession meaures: a 
tiig housing bill and a $ 1(2 
billian increase for dofen.se 
spending. The latter, of 
course, is sheer waste. For 
unexiilained rca.sons tlie Ad¬ 
ministration would rather 
build arms and lot them rust 
than help small underdevel¬ 
oped countries get on their 
foot. 

Reports coming to the of¬ 
fice of Vice President Ni.xon 
are that the public is grow¬ 
ing a litllo tired of all tliis 
indecision by federal offi¬ 
cials. A ‘Tittle roce.ssion” 
may be good for some peo¬ 
ple; it’s obviously quite good 
for the b i g commercial 
banks. Tliey have made a 
killing on the juggling of in¬ 
terest rates. 

But it’s no good for ordi¬ 
nary people and it s no good 
for Ropuliliean politicians. 
Even Democrats run a risk 
when things stay liad too 
long. People get n'stive and 
begin In talk of “throwing 
the ra.seals out” without re¬ 
gard to parly label.

Control of Congress 


‘Spenders’ in

Wlien the Eisenhower Ad- 
min.stration came in, in 1953, 
we had control of (Congress. 
Even though the control was 
paper thin we cut the Tru¬ 
man budget l)y $10 billion. 
We cut taxes by $7 billion, 
the largest reduction in the 
hi.story of this or any other 
country. This lax reduction 
largely benefited those in 
the lower income brackets, 
the white collar worker, the 
blue collar worker and peo¬ 
ple living on fixed income. 

In so doing we were able 
to create a climate encour¬ 
aging to industry, inviting 
expansion and creating new 
jobs. This could be done 
without spiraling inflation 
as long as wo were able to 
hold federal spending in 
lino. Thus it was that we 
were able to hold the cost-of- 
living practically even in the 
years 1953-54-55. 

But in 19,55 the “spenders” 
got coVitrol, began upping 
the budget and the spending 
orgy began once more. The 
inflationary spiral began to 
spin. You, the worker, the 
hou.sewifo, the pensioner, 
paid at the grocery store and 
all along the lino for the re¬ 
sulting increased cost-of-liv- 
ing. 

BY 1957 the people back 
home had begun to realize 
the terrible tragedy of in¬ 
flation. They demanded 
economy and “cut federal 
expenses” was the watch¬ 
word. With this magnificient 
support our “Economy Bloc ” 
was able to take nearly $5 
billion out of the requested 
budget. Once more the in¬ 
flationary spiral was halted. 

But this year came the 
Sputnik hysteria and a busi¬ 
ness slump. The demagogues 
seized upon these as excuses 
for wild spending and to cri¬ 
ticize our economy efforts. 


Our efforts to protect your 
dollar and In keei) your gov¬ 
ernment as near fi.scally 
.sound as po.ssible. 

Our missile program had 
in fact suffered during tlio.se 
six lost years, 1945-51. But 
since 19.53 we have been 
building a .sound mi.ssile 
program. From the .$20 mil¬ 
lion per year plan of the 
previous admini.stration we 
had built rapidly and surely 
to tile .$2 billion iilan of 
1956. 

But now the “spenders” 
saw their chance to tee off 
on every part of tlie econo¬ 
my that wasn’t actually 
booming. Wherever a weak¬ 
ness appeared it was given 
the full headline treatment. 
Well, a mild rece.ssion is 
here. Frankly, I don’t think 
it can be stretched out 
through the fall elections 
although that certainly 
.seems to ho tlie desire of 
many. There are signs and 
a number of definate indi¬ 
cators that Iiave changed for 
the bolter. The economy as 
a whole is too big to change 
suddenly, hut I believe it is 
leveling off. 

WHAT CONCERNS mo 

mo.st, however, is not that 
here in Congress the dema¬ 
gogues are screaming for 
frantic and massive spend¬ 
ing. My greatest concern is 
that the people are mostly 
silent. 

Remember 1933 to 1940? 
We tried every possible 
spending scheme, WPA, 
PWA, etc., and what hap- 
pended? In 1939 after .seven 
years of it there where 914 
million unemployed. Spend¬ 
ing didn’t work. It took a 
war to get full employment. 
Certainly no one wants a 
war. 

The seeds of inflation are 
most frequently sown in a 
business recession. Today 
all the wild schemes of the 


jiast are liping dragged out. 
duled off and inanified and 
glorified a "anti-reci'ssion 
ary.” They are highly infla¬ 
tionary, and infinlon is ;)e'r- 
manenl and feeds ujmhi it¬ 
self. 

This is Hie lime to keep 
our heads anil to remember 
Hie lo.s.sons of recent history. 
Real and lasting (irosperily 
is the ro.sult of production 
and consumer .sales only. 
This can only he achieved 
as it was in 1953, tiy creating 
a climate for busino.ss ex¬ 
pansion. This mean.s cutting 
taxes and noii-e.s.seritial gov¬ 
ernment expenriitures. 

I AM CONVINCED our 

present recession is in part a 
result of our wartime and 
pre-war un.sound ta.x struc¬ 
ture, The elimination of ex¬ 
cise taxes, an across-Hio- 
board income ta.x reduction 
and a cut in coriKirato taxes 
w’ould do the job. The sooner 
we can make the.se correc¬ 
tions the bettor for the econ¬ 
omy as a whole. 

What we need i-s increased 
production which will in 
turn make more jobs. I be¬ 
lieve lax cuts for that pur¬ 
pose are sound. The claim 
that tax cuts should be made 
to increase consumption is 
not sound. Consumption is 
at a high level and is stay¬ 
ing tliere, only seven-tenths 
of one percent le.ss than the 
peak in history, 1957. Con¬ 
sumer demand is so high 
that prices arc being forced 
up, not down. 

But Congress is in a spend¬ 
ing mood. W e passed the 
fourth great appropriation 
bill, for Health, Education 
and Welfare without a real 
battle. Last year we fought 
it for two weeks and it took 
14 roll call votes to pass it. 
This year it took about two 
hours. I was shocked, but 
Congress reflects the people.

Germans Take Over Capri-No Mail

In a few moments, Ma¬ 
dame Y returned to the stu¬ 
dio with a blond giant of a 
man, in lounging clothes, 
with friendly blue eyes and 
a cordial manner, whom she 
introduced simply as “Pro¬ 
fessor Z.” 

Madame Y excused herself 
while the profe.ssor showed 
me over their floor of the 
two-story villa, pointing out 
various objects from his ex¬ 
cavations in the island of 
Crete. The dining room table 
and chairs were of hand- 
wrought bronze in which 
ancient Cretan designs were 
reproduced. A translucent 
bowl of fine alabaster shap¬ 
ed and decorated like an an¬ 
cient Cretan war shield shed 
indirect light upon the table. 

AFTER A GLASS of wine 
and a few minutes of conver¬ 
sation I took leave, my hosts 
going with me through their 


garden-vineyard to the gate. 

On the way, the profes.sor 
showed me his special pride, 
an underground cave disco¬ 
vered during building opera¬ 
tions. Its character and the 
dim but authentic' frescoes 
on its walls had proved to 
the professor’s satisfaction 
that it had been a cell of the 
very wine cellar of this par¬ 
ticular one of the many vil¬ 
las of the Emperor Tiberius. 
It now served the same pur¬ 
pose for the professor. 

I saw the professor only 
once more before his return 
to his summer excavations 
in Crete. But with Madame 
Y, often at the little beach 
taking the sun, I frequently 
sat for a brief Visit. Once she 
mentioned that the profes¬ 
sor’s health did n,ot permit 
him either to go into the sea 
or to take the hot sun of 
Cap^i, while she throve on 
both. He had been ill and 
alone, she said, at the time 


of the Russian revolution, 
and her family had given 
him shelter and care a.s one 
of their own. 

AFTER I returned to 
America we three exchanged 
occasional postcard message, 
through which they became 
friends with another Capri 
couple who were friends of 
mine. Then came World War 
If—and no more mail. Ru¬ 
mor said the German army 
had commandeered Capri as 
a rest station for its forces in 
Southern Italy. 

Then came Italy’s with¬ 
drawal from the war, the 
evacuation of the Germans, 
and then the rumor that the 
American army personnel 
had taken over Capri for 
their own rest and refresh¬ 
ment. A fair exchange, and a 
joyous one — judging from 
that popular song! I eagerly 
awaited news from my sev¬ 
eral friends in Capri. It was 
some time in coming.
